accompanied by a naval officer and 
six sailors, 

He states that they left Liaotishan 
at 7 p.m. on the 15th inst, in the 
face of a furious snowstorm, and 
arrived at Chefoo after seventeen 
hours’ struggle. Mo-t of the crews 
of the men of war at Port Arthur 
have been landed, and only a small 
number of men has been left on each 
ship. 

The Sebastopol alone has her 
full crew on board, the other men- 
of-war having been compelled by 
General Stéssel, notwithetanding 
the protests of Admiral Wireaius, to 
land their heavy guns for use in the 
forts. 

‘The fight for 203-metre hill lasted 
a fortnight, and the Russians lost 
about 2,500 men, the Japanese losses 
having been much heavier. 

In the first attack on the hill, 
when the Japanese crept up the 
slope in the fuce of a furious fire, and 
hoisted their flag on the summit, a 
Russian non-commissioned officer, 
named Peter Constantinovitch, dash- 
ed to the place, seized the flag, and 
began to tear it to pieces with his 
teeth, but was shot dead on the spot, 

The second attack was the most 
severe, the Russians and the Japan- 
ese firing at each other with their 
rifles touching each others’ breasts,

‘There are some sixteen thousand 
combatants at Port Arthur, of whom 
eight thousand are in hospital. 

‘Phe garrison ot the forts has no 
rest, but is under arms night and 
day, Wounded men from the hos- 
pitals are on duty in their bandyges. 

Generals Smirnoff and Kondrato- 
vich are in the forts commanding the 
troops night and day. 

Though the Japanese torpedo 
flotillas approach the harbour en- 
trance almost every night, General 
Stéssel has ordered the forts not to 
waste on them the ammunition 

rovided for the defence, and the 
bastopol was detailed to come out 
of the harbour to attack the Senanese 
torpedo-boats, and she has already 
sunk three or four of them.

Another torpedo-boat was tem- 
porarily disabled, but was convoyed back. 
No serious damago occurrod to the rest 
, and the total casualties

On the night of the 15th inst., the 
torpedo flotillas renewed the attacks on 
the Sebastopol, the Otvajny, and some 
destroyers.

‘The Port Arthur Army Commander re- 
ports: At 2.15 p.m. on the 18th inst. 
adetachment caused a great explosion 
on the breastwork of the north fort at 
Tungkikuanshan, on which an assault 
was made, followed by fierce fighting 
with grenades. The enemy offered 
tho. stoutest resistance, At 7 p.m. 
General Samejima advanced to the 
caponitre on the countarscarp and then 
making a great assault captured the fort 
11.50 p.m, We immediately construct- 
ed defensive works nd our possession 
was rendered secure by the morning of 
the 19th. We captured five field guns, 
two machine guns and a great quantity 
of ammunition.

Our 
casualties are not ascertained, but aro not 
believed to be heavy. 










































Admiral Togo reports : 
of the 14th inst. our torpedo-boat flotilla 
made braveattacks upon the enemy's fleet. 
At about midnight the flotillus reached 
the outer roadstead of Port Arthur. 
One fiotilla, under the command of 
Lieut.-Commander Uchida, aud a special 
torpedo-boat, rushed into the anchorage 
of the enemy's fleet to reconnoitre, and 
at 1am. of the 15th inst, attacked under 
the fire aud soarchlights of the eneiny's 
fleet and fortresses. During this engage 
ment uno torpedo-buat was hit once and 
another four times, tlre men belonging 
to the latter being wounded. Ail the 
flotillas then fixed the direction for attack. 
‘The flotilla under Commander Kasama 
first rushod in to destroy the onemy’s 
defence and to restrain his fire and the 
operations of his searchlights. The 











The attack by the Ohtaki flotilla was 
very fierce, every boat approaching the 
enemy closely and discharging torpedoes. 
While retreating one of the boats received 





the enemy's tire and Liout. Nakabor with 
five men were killed, and one man was 
wounded. As the boat was dis.bled the 
one following rescued her under a rain 
of shot; and while towing her with 
difficulty, the rope was cut by the 
enemy's fire; the towing boat also was 
hit and one'man killed. The disabled 
boat received several more shots and, as 
sho was nearly sunk, sha was aban- 
doned, the survivors being saved. An- 
other boat of the flotilla received two 
shots. 

The Kawase flotilla which attacked 
last was also under the hot fire of 
the enemy; one of the boats was hit, 
two men wero killed and sub-Iieutenant 
Takahashi and two men were wounded. 
Another boat received a shot which killed 
the boat was 
itself disabled and returned under escort 
of its comrade boats. ‘The rest aro safe. 

Tho anchorage of the onem: 
being close to the shore and in shallow 
water, it is dificult exactly to ascert 
the damage to their ships, but se 
torpedoes ‘were distinctly seen to hit and 
explode. "According to the reports from 
our observation station next morning, 
the bow of the Sebastopol was more sub- 
merged than on the previous day and 
she does not now move with the tide and 
wind, 

At night on the 15th inst. our torpedo- 
boat flotillas attacked the Sebastopol, 
the Otvajny, and several of the enemy's 
destroyers. "Tho Seki flotilla in spite of 
a heavy snowfall reached the ezemy's 
anchorage and rushod between the Sebas- 
topol and the destroyers. Every boat 
discharged torpedoos at short distance 
against the Sebastopol and the Otvajny, 
and distinct explosions were observed. 
The flotilla, fighting with the enomy’s 
destroyers nt 100-metres range, did 
them some damege, a torpedo seemed to 
have hit one of the destroyers. Out of 
this brave attack overy boat came 
safely spite of a hot fire at short range. 

‘The torpedo flotilla under Lieut. 
Commander Jinguji followed and obser- 
ved at least throc explosions from the 
shots directed at the evening's ships. 
‘They came out to the middle of the road- 
stead fighting and exchanging a hail of 
bullets." In this engagement on one 
boat Sub-Lieutenant engineer Watanabe 
ightly wounded and on another boat 
two men were killed. One torpedo-boat 
was undergoing repairs when the com- 
mand for tho attack was received, and 
hurried ou its repairs in consequence. 
Licut. Commander Ezoe was on board, 
but could not join the othcr boats as 
the start delayed. However, he 
came in close contact with the Sebrstopol 
and made a very bold attack on her. 
Commander Ezoc himself met an honour- 
able death and one man was wounded, 
but the boat herself came back safely to 
| the rendezvous. As in the foregoing state- 
mieut our torpedo flotillas kept up on many 
consecutive nights their brave aud fierce 
attack aud observed certainly « great 
mauy effective explosions: but the real 
coniiition of the enemy's damage cannot 
be ascertained.

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THE MURDER ON 
THE BUND.

We issued shortly after noon yes- 
terday the following extra :— 

“Mr. Kleimenoff, the Russian 
Conaul-General, refuses to try the 
murderer, who is to be sent on board 
his ship, on the ground that the 
murder of an, inoffensive Chinese 
on the buud of the International Set- 
tlement is a “Military offence.” The 
Consul-General is taking some evi- 
dence, but has retused admis-ion to 
the Press,” 

This news, naturally enough 
caused a great deal of indignation 
in the Settlement, but as far as 
International Law goes, Mr. Kleim- 
enoff was parily right and partly 
wrong. He was right in denying 
his competency to try the murderer, 
but he was quite wrong in sending 
the murderer back to his ship. 
Strictly speaking, the officers and 
crews of the Askold, Mandjur, 
Grosovoi, and Ratstoropny are pri- 
soners of the Chinese Government, 
and it is the Taotai’s duty to insist 
on the murderer being given up to 
him and tried, Iv is his du'y to pre- 
vent any more Russian sailors land~ 
ing on the International Settlement. 
He has been very Inx hitherto, and it 
is to his laxity that the p s-ibility 
of such acrime being committed as 
that of Thursday afternoon is due ; 
and we trust that the Consular Bod: 
will promptly remind him of his 
duty, aud promise him assistance, 
if he requires it, in performing it. 

While Mr. Kleimenoff has no 
jurisdiction over ao offending sailor, 
who is only amenable, by Russian 
law, to a court-martial, he had, we 
are ivformed, already taken steps to 
minimise the danger to the Settle- 
ment from the presence of Russian 
sailors, He had arranged that only 
twenty-five men were to be allowed 
in the Settlement at one time, that 
icket was to be sent at the same 
time, and that an officer was to be 
with them to look after them. Well 
me-nt as this was, it has proved 
ineff-ctual, We are also intormed 
that representatives of the Press will 
probably be admitted to the Court- 
martial on the mnrderer, but we 
presume that all the proceedings 
will be in Russian. 

















PORT ARTHUR. 


19th December. 


THE news that the Russians sank 
their own battleships at Port Arthur 
has been naturally received with 
general amusement, coupled as it is 
with reiterated statements that the 
Japanese have made no appreciable 
progress in the reduction of the 
fortress and that it can hold out for 
many months. Had they recognised 
that the fortress was at its last gasp, 
the Rossians would, of course have 
sunk their ships, as they did at 
Sebastopol; but Admiral Wirenius 
}must know perfectly well that the 
Bultic fleet were expecting the 
Port Arthur squadron to make » 
useful diversion which would neces- 
sitate Adwiral Togo's dividing his 
forces; and though we know that 
many of Russia’s troubles are due 
to constant friction between various 
departments of the government, we 
cannot imagine that this friction is 
so intense that Admiral Wirenius 
would voluntarily sacrifice the squa- 
dron under his command just when 
Admirul Rozhdiestvensky was look- 
ing for its nssistance, “If the fleet 


not suffering from the Japanese fire, 
and had had its guns all removed, 
how did the Sebastopol get outride 
the harbour, and where did she 
recover the guns with which, accord- 
ing to Russian accounts, she sank 
three Japanese torpedo-boats ? Final- 
ly, if the Russian ships were volun- 
tarly sunk, why was the news 
supp! for some days at St. 
Petersburg ? 

Attempts are also made by the 
partisans of Russia to minimise 
the importance of the capture of 
203-metre hill. But if its possession 
by the Japanese is a watter of 
no moment, why did the Russians, 
with their limited garrison, for which 
they cannot receive reinforcements, 
sacrifice so many hundreds of men 
in defending it and endeavouring to 
recover it? The great advantage to 
the Japanese of the possession of 
this hill is, that from the observa- 
tory they have erected on it they 
can command the whole of the 
Russian defences, and as their works 
are connected by telephone, the 
observers on this hill can telephone 
to their batteries and point out 
where every shot is going and where 
it ought to go. The destruction of| 
the fleet was more or less guess-work 
until this position was gained. That 
the Russians should now be fighting 
with desperation is only natoral, 
because, by the stern laws of war, 
they have no right to ask for quarter, 
having refused to surrender, At the 
same time, judging by the humavity 
which the Japanese have exhibited 
throughout this terrible struggle, we 








may reasonably expect General Nogi

to be more merciful than Wellington 
was at Badajoz. 

It is pleasant to see that while this 
farious fighting, which is gradually 
nearing the expected conclusion, is 
going on at Port Arthur, the relations 
between the Russian and Japanese 
troops are most friendly. ‘The follow- 
ing extract from the “ Kobe Herald” 
is from an account sent to his paper 
by a correspondent of the “ Mainichi 
Shimbun” with the investing army, 
of what occurred on East Chikuan- 
shan during the armistice for the 
burial of the dead on both sides. 
The Japanese representatives, noti- 
cing that the Russians were con- 
tinuing work on the embrasures, 
proposed to abandon the armistice :— 


However, after a chort time, a Russian 
soldier appeared in the entrance of the 
battery and called out in Japanese 
“Anata oidenasai uchim sen kara” 
(Please come along, as wo will not shoot 
at you). Major Gondo, Commander of the 
britalion,, and several other Jnpanose 
officers then ascended the slope to the 
top. They were there received by the 
Commander of a Russian Regiment and a 
number of other officers, who were much 
pleased at the confidence the Japanose 
had displayed in thus venturing into 
their midst, snd greoted thom with 
smiles and hand shakes. Judging from 
the cordiality of the meeting, it might 
been thought that it was between 
old friends who had met again after a 
long separation. The Rus 
tulated the Japanese on tl 
appearance ufter the long investment, 
and said that the bravery shown by them 
during the last engayemont was almost 
superhuman, The calmness with which 
the Japanese met death, they continued, 
could not be equalled by xny other na- 
tion, They also thanked the visitors for 
coming up to their quarters, and offered 
them some wine. Major Gondo heurtily 

loxsure at the hospitality 
i chatted with them 
concerning the severity of tho recent 
fighting. ‘The Japaneso then drank the 
health of the Russian officers, the latter 
returning the compliment, and they 
eventually seprrnted with promises to 
meet again under fire. In the meantime 
both the Japanese and Russian troops 
had baen actively engaged in carrying nway 
their dead. On December 3rd, a similar 
truce was observed in the vicinity of 
the main battery on Tonchikwasban. 
A point between the Russian skirmish- 
ers’ trench and the Japanese advanced 
trench was appointed as a meeting place. 
From the Russlan side, a medical staff 
officer of the rank of Goneral, who 
Russian Court Councillor, and 
twenty othor officers, proceeded to th 
place of meeting, while Major Kuwada, 
Captain Hayashida, and over ten other 
officers attended there on bebalf of the 
Fapanoee 

‘hey exchanged cards, shook hands, 
and cordially drank each other's health 
in bottles of wine with which both the 
Japanese and the Russians had provided 
themselves. All appeared to be glad beyond 
measure to have such an opportunity of 
clearing away the dead bodies and were 
anxious to set the world an example of 
mutual sympxthy and goodwill in the midst 
of hostilities. ‘They talked together most 
cordially and a photograph of the group 
was taken as x souvenir of the unique 
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occasion. Ifany outsider had been there, 
he would not have been able to suppose 
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that thoso present had been fighting 

‘inst one suother. In parting, one 
of the Russian officers said to the 
Tapanese -— 

‘The fortress of Port Arthur will not 
be easily captured. Yon must be pre- 
pared for it to be covered with the 
corpses of Japanese and Russians before 
it falls. We Russians shall do our best 
to defend the fortress, and we shsll not 
let you have 203-metro hill without 
paying very highly. It will be defended 
to the last man. We are still well 
provided with wine, provisions, and 

Juded by exelaim- 

“God bless you, Japanese. 
nese otlicers" returned u cordial 
wer and promisod to prove, under 
fire, how brave and persistent the 
Japanese can be. 

‘A prominent Japanese civilian, 
Mr. Shiga, then made a speech in 
which he predicted that the two 
countries now fighting each other 
would be the best of friends whi 
the war was over, both the Japanese 
and Russian officers shouting * Hear, 
hear!” and applauding, Meanwhile 
Russian sobliers were carrying the 
Japanese dead to th ' lines, 
and Japanese soldiers were carrying 
the Russian dead to the Russian 
trenches, after which the 
both sides parted on the most. friend- 
ly terms and prepwred to resume 
Killing each other.

+ 46,000 includ d the freight money, 
Tis. 7,000, which had been pad al- 
ready, offered the balance, 'I'ls. 9,000, 
which Moller Bros. refused to accept. 
Hence the action. 

It came out in evidence that two 
charterparties were signed, one on 
the 20th and the second on the 25th 
of Angust, the latter being the 
operative one. Mr, Zimmerman’s

the partnership.” Mr. Goodnow  nc- 
cordingly gave judgment for the 
plaintiffs for Tls. 16,000, interest, 
and costs of the Court; in which 
the associntes concurred, It is a 
pleasure to those who find that 
strict law and substantial justice are 
sometimes in conflict, to come across 
‘a judgment which the plain man 
must acknowledge to be entirely 
sttisfactory, and which the lawyer 
must acknowledge to be good law.

volence of the neutrality with which 
the Russian side of the present 
struggle has been viewed in Berlin, 
but in face of the attacks of the So- 
iali-ts, Germans themselves, Count 
Biilow denics that his administration 
has done anything to favour Russia,

Since then, however, the 
Chancellor has in his own proper 
person, and in various ways, dec! 
that the assertion respecting thé 
secret treaty is devoid of foundation. 
One of these denials took the un- 
ugual form of a communication to 
the “ Nineteenth Century.” Possibly 
this may have been brought about 
by another of those treachant articles 
which the British public has come to 
expect from the pen of Sir Rowland 
Blennerhassett, and which is now to 
be read in the November number of 
the same periodical’ to which the 
Count made his statement. Sir 
Rowldid returns to the attack upon 
German policy. He reviews what 
occurred before the war against 
Denmark, against Austria, and 
inst France. Precisely the same’ 
kind of thing is now going on, he 
says, Those wars were undertaken 
after ‘careful preparation for the 
purpose of uniting the various Ger- 
man peoples under one head. “The 
war with England, for which prepara- 
tions are now as openly made as 
they were previous to 1870 for the 
war with France, will be undertaken 
with’ a view to consolidate and 
expand that empire.” So writes Sir 
Rowland, and it may well have been 
this part of the article which Count 
Biilow thought it worth his while to 
contradict, He repudiates the idea 
that Germany desires ‘war with 
Great Britain, declares that such a 
conflict would result in nothing but 
logs to both combatants, who would 
bleed each other for their rivals’ 


The article to which we have 
referred does not deal so much with 
Anglo-German relations as it does 
with those of Germany and Austria, 
‘The writer is looking forward ‘to the 
time, necessarily not very far distant, 
when the revered Head of the Dual 
Monarchy shall be laid in his last 
long sleep. He ‘considers at great 
length the conflicting elements which 
at present exist, and comes to the 
conclusion that the Germans alone 
are a serious danger to the Duality. 
The Pan-Germanic party make no 
secret of their desire for the union 
of the Austrian provinces with Ger- 
many, and it is laégely on account of 
this that there is so strong an uider- 
current of animosity to Germany in 
Vienna. ‘But, Sir’ Rowland says 
German expansion in Austria would 
cause such disturbance in European 
affairs as to be' practically forbidden. 
Italy could not’ quietly see herself 
effaced in the Adriatic, France would 
not agree to'such a disturbance ‘of 
the balance of “power, and Russia 
could not abandon the Czechs. The

Sir Rowland is frankly anti-Ger- 
man from all points of view. He 
loses an 
opportunity of doing usa bad tora, 
and he cives the ‘Tibetan Treaty 
affair as an example. She 
nothing whatever to do with the 
matter, yet to put a spoke in our 
wheel, she does all she can to induce 
China not to ratify the treaty. It is 
only fair to say that German states- 
men have denied this as they have 
denied the secret treaty, and there is 
no reason to doubt the denial. But 
the hope of keeping open the friction 
between Great Britain and Russia 
is one of the strong points ia 
German policy at the moment. So 
long as there was chance of our 
coming to blows the other day, the 
Baltic Squadron's escapade met with 
severe condemnation. Immediately 
there was a sign of peace, Russia had 
gained over us a great diplomatic 
victory. 

Speaking generally, Sir Rowland 
pits Germany against Great Britain 
‘unless we take care to make the 
effort too evidently useless, “ possibly 
against the United States, and o-r- 
tainly inst Japan, if the Kiao- 
chou policy continues, “Hence,” he 
says, “the desire for a fleet and the 
need for Holland.” 

We do not ourselves consider that 
these accusations are made out. That 
there is reason to notice them we do 
think. For some time the isolation 
of Germany has been’ more pro- 
nounced than she cares to admit, and 
the fact is she is trying to find-out the 
best possible way to effect re-insur- 
ances. Herice the benevolence of her 
neutrality towards Russia ‘and the 

rowbh of suavity towards ourselves. 

‘he sting, however, of the Chancellor's 
remarks is to be found in the tail, 
and there we leave it, for amongst 
his latest utterances he refers to an

A Nice, Quiet, Old Place. 

Your correspondent, who for fifteen 
years has had the pleasure, of being your 
‘s'ingkiangp‘u correspondent, would make 
bow from this new centro, where a 
permanent missionary station has recently 
been opened. This city, a nice, quiet, 
old place of 170,000 or more population, 
is one of the threo prefectural cities 
north of the Yangtze River. It is sitnated 
thirty li below Ts'inzkiangp'u and was for- 
tunate enough to escape in the troublous 
times forty years ago when Yangchou was 
sacked by the Taip‘ings on the south, 
and Ts'ngkiangp'a ws burnt by the 
Nionfei, or local banditti, on the north. 
‘The Ts‘aotai, or Commissioner of Trans- 

ortation on the Grand Canal, formerly 
Fad hie residence here. But after the 
Yellow River “went back to its old 
home” in Shantung, the Hotai, or River 
Commissioner, wae moved to Shantung, 
and the Ts‘aotai moved to Ts'ingkiangp*a. 
This city is quite noted for its literary 
ability and as the residence of many 
rotircd and expectant officials. It is 
situated in a rich rice-growing country 
and the Sanyanghsien, the chief of the 
six hsions in this prefecture, the 
of which is situated here, is considered

An Accident on the Grand Canal. 
About a week ago a serious casualty 
occurred on ono of the launch lines 
plying between Chinkiang and Tsting- 
Kiangp‘n, A launch with overladen 
towboat was passing Shaopeh, just above 
Yaugehou, before daylight, bound for 
Chinkiang, when, in making a sharp turn, 
the towboat lurched and over # hundred 
steerage passengors, travelling on the roof, 
were thrown into the water.

lines. Only a few days ago a disgraceful 
fight occurred at the northern suburb of 
this city between the employees of rival 
lines, both using the same foreigner’s name 
ind flag.

The 
magistrate and prefect when appealed to 
were timid abont managing the case 
because the culprits were under foreign 
protection. Iu his remarks on the case, 
the magistrate is reported to have said : 
“You both fly tho same flag and use the 
same foreiguor’s name, and 80 really 
to be one Company. You ought surely 
to be ablo to live in peace and each 
seek his own trade without resorting to 
such lawless measures as these.”

Tokio, 11th December. 
Port Arthur. 


‘The Russian warshipsin Port Arthur are 
nearly annihilated, stubbornly testifying 
to the vital importance of the capture of 
the 203-metre fort. ‘The Japanese papers 
exhaust the vocabulary in eulogising the 
recont successes in Port Arthur. Tho 
question as to the disposition which the 
Russians would make of their Port 
‘Arthur fleet in the event of the imminent 
fall of the stronghold is being summarily 
settled for them, instead of by thom. 
Seldom has there been a more dramatic 
war than that now being waged, and by all 
odds its chief dramatic features have been 
centred at Port Arthur, says a Yokohama 
paper, and at this writing, out of the 
the Sebastopol alone 
was surviving the Japanese firo, and she 
hardly found the shelter off Mantoushan, 
‘The loss of the warships is tantamount 
to the fall of the fortress itself, and it will 
be interesting to see what effect the 
tidings of the destruction now being 
wrought will have upon the progress of 
the Bultic Squadron. 


The Taxation Programme. 

The conference of the Cabinet and 
the representatives of the Soiyukai and 
the Progressives, originally fixed for tho 
7th imst., took’ place on Friday from 
4 pm, till 1 am, Saturday, whon an 
amicable settlement was effected on tho 
Budget and other important bills. Tho 
land’ tax was reduced to 5.5 per cont 
from 6.1 per cont as proposed by the 
Government, rural building-lot tax to 8 
percent from 13 per cent, and urban 
building-lot tax to 20 per cont from 28 
per ceut. ‘The salt monopoly bill was 
adopted in toto by the perties. Tho 
textile tax is to be collected by means of 
stamp duty. ‘The decreaso thereby in 
the proceeds of the Mivisterial pro- 
gramme, amounting to about 14 million 
yeu, will be replaced by somo 
means or other. ‘That is, about four 
million yen will be made up by new ree 
sources proposed by the parties, affecting 
the saké, sugar, customs, transit, electric 

A textile duties. About 
10 million yen’ will be filled up by tho 
Government with somo sundry revenues, 
which, however, do not mean further en- 
hancement of the taxation rates. ‘The 
cocoon impost tax has been created, and 
is to be collected at the rate of ten per 
cent. From the customs duti in- 
creased revenue of about ono million is 
expected to be derived, and the revision 
of the tariff and classification for that 
purpose have been left to the authorities 
concerned. 


Press Opinions. 

The Tokio papers are not compleicly 
sanguine, and in welcoming the new oti- 
tente betwoon the Cabinot and the parties, 
even the semi-ofiicial “Kokumin” di 
clares that there are some unsatisfactory 
points in the new agreement, but has 
reason to congratulate both the Govern. 
ment and the parties on the conclusion of 
the entente, ensuring co-operation on all 
the more important questions. The party 
alliauce with the Goverumeut cut down 
certain proposed charges, but it has no 
appreciable effect on the popular burden. 
What the parties achieved is merely a 
difference in the objects of imposition of 
the necessary Government taxes. Meaa- 
while, the present account of the situa- 
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tion may stultify the recent party 
opposition and justify the Government's 
original estimates. 


The Peace Conference. 
A statomont was issued yesterday that 
the invitation of the U.S. President to the 
second Pesce Conference having been 
received in Tokio on the 1st of December, 
the Japanese Government has at once 
given reply to the offect that, being fully 
alive to the exact definitions and uniform 
practices that now exist in respect of 
some of the questions to be submitted to 
the proposed Conference, and finding in 
the fact that they are engaged in this war 
no sufficient reason why they should not 
take part in the work of the Conference, 
it accepts the invitation, with the re- 
servation that the Conference will not 
assume to take any action in any way 
affecting the present war with Russia, 


Neutrality and the Shipbnilder. 

With regard to the reported sale of a 
torpedo-boat by Messrs. Yarrow & Co. to 
the Russian Government, it is stated here 
vessel was originally sold to a 
M. Stottin, who pretended 
that she was to be used as a private 
yacht, but ho transferred hor to the 
Russian agonts. ‘The latter converted her 
into a destroyer. It is reported that the 
British Government has instituted legal 
proceedings against the firm to determine 
whether the above procedure was illegal 
or not.

The leaders 
of the Seiyukai and the Progressives had 
a conference with the Cabinet 
terday forenoon, whon tho Cabinet 
assonted to another curtailment of 
one million yen in the Budget, 
and the Minister of War assouted 
to retrenchment to the extent of Yen 
500,000 in the settlement, not in the 
Budget. The mentary understrap- 
pers pretend, of course, to assume a 
stalwart attitude, but a menace of dis- 
solution is always effectiv 

While on this subject, Count Mutsukata, 
G.C.MG., formerly Promior and Minis- 
tor of Finance several tines, says that the 
wat finances depend upon the co-opera- 
tive prosecution of public bonds with 
increased taxation. ‘Those who are op- 
posed to increased taxation in war time 
were not entitled to speak on war finances, 
and those who were solely anxious in 
regard to the effect of the increased 
taxation on the productive industries 
wore still less worthy of doing so.

Mor 
was advertised in the “ N.- 
of the 21st November to be 
23rd 
inst,” and in the “N.-C. Daily News” of 
the next day the 22nd November she 
was advertised to be dispatched 
Tuesday, the 22nd inst.” As a matter 
of fact she sailed from Woosung early 
the morning of the 23rd Nov. but her 
mail, unexpectedly to the public, was 
closed at noon on the 22nd. Merchants’ 
letters and Bankers’ documents for 
merchandise shipped by that vessel could 
not possibly be prepared in time for that 
honr of closing, and those dispatched 
failed to get to the post-offices in time, 

As the stoamer did not leave Woo- 
sung until the morning of the 23rd 
November the closing of the mail could 
ensily have boen fixed for six o'clock i 
the evening of the 22nd November 
instead of noon of that day, and « second 
steam Iaunch or a lato train on thi 
railway could have been utilised to trans 
port the mail bags to the ship. 

‘My committee consider the complaint 
of our member has considerable justi- 
fication. I would point ont that the 
commercial importance of Shanghai 
demands, that the departure of mail 
steamors calling at this port should be 
so timed ns to afford every possible 
tance to shippers, and that the con- 
venience of pxssengers be consulted as 
far as the ces of the service may 
permit. Therefore rowlising that the 
departures from Shanghai are, no doubt, 
not entirely under the control of the 
local agents, I desire that you forward 
this complaint to the head offices of the 
companies which you represont.

half the time sinco its erection the whim 
has been employad in raising water from 
the main shaft in order to prevent its 

ng above the 100-foot level and stop- 
ping work tl In consequence of 
unfortunate delays the boiler for the 
hoist did not reach the mine until nearly 
the end of October, therefore the hoist 
was not ready for work until the 24th 
November. Under these circumstances 
it will be readily understood that the only 
ore available for crushing was the ore on 
the dumps, which is practically 
ore and mostly of poor q 
plains to n great extent the disappointing 
result of the first crushing. But we have 
still to learn from the Manager how he 
explains so low a percentage of gold. It 
is no doubt partly to be explained by the 
absorption of mereury (and gold) by the 
new copper plates, which amounted, 
according to Mr. Dawson's letter of tho 
7th, in which I concur, to 18 Ibs. of 
mercury, containing probably at least 
25 Ibs. of gold.

THE MURDER ON THE BUND- 
To the Editor of the 
Noera-Cntxa Day News, 

Sin,—With regard to your “ Extra” re 
“The Murder on the Bund,” I beg to 
state: 

1—That the Russian Consul-General 
does not refuse to try the case, but that 
he cannot try it,as he has no authority 
to do s0.—Any offence committed by a 
military, either of the army or the nay; 
is tried in any country of the world bi 
fore a court-martial, with the exception 
of a very few cases, for instance when the 
military commits the offence in company 
with 9 civilian, when for the sake of 
homogeneity the case is tried before the 
civil court, as, of course, the civilian could 
not be brought before a court-martial 
(at least in time of peace). 

—That, consequently, the resson why 
the sailor who committed the mai 
slaughter ia sent back on board his ship 
not because his act is a “military offen 
as you state in your “Extra,” but bec 
it in an offence committed by a military 
and consequently judicable before a court. 
martial. 

3.—That once on board his ship a court- 
martial will be constituted which will 
have legal power to try and judge the 
caso, which, as I have already stated, the 
Russian Consul-General hrs no authority 
to do. 

Of course, I cannot say if the Pross

every one.” 

Secret Societies in the North.

One consequence of the war has been a 

severe strain on the funds of the local 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul, which has 
been doing much to relieve the distress 
among refuzees and others who have been 
mut in distress by the hostilities, In 
inary times the Society can cope. with 
the demands made on its treasury, but in 
the exceptional circumstances, exceptional 
measures mere taken, ‘The bazaar at 
the Town Hall was a very picturesque 
affair, and it was carried through with a 
great deal of enthusixsm.

ENGINEERING 
STANDARDS. 


To appreciate the paper on the work 
of the British Engineoring Standards’ 
Committee read by Mr. C. Harpur before 
the Shanghai Society of Engineers and 
Architects on the 13th instant, one would 
need to be conversant with the publica- 
tions which have been issued as a result 
of the Committeo’s endeavours to stand- 
ardise sections in goneral usein engineer- 
ing work, As Mr. Harpur pointed 
out, the desirability of 
iron and steel rolled sections was 
first trken up by the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, and the Institution of 
Mechanical Engineors, the Institution of 
Naval Architects, and the [ron and Steel 
tute wore invited to appoint re- 
presentatives on this Committee, which 
commenced its work in 1901. Later, 
when the question of the standardisation 
trical plant was brought up, the 
Institution of Electrical Engineers was 
asked to co-operate with the other four 
societies. The five leading British 
Technic») Institutions therefore control- 
led the operations of the Standards’ Com- 
mitteo. 

As the result of a deputatiun to Mr. 
A. J. Balfour in 1902, the Government 
afforded somo financial support to the 
movement, and the War Office and | 
Admiralty, both large usors of iron and 
steel, signified their approval of the 
movement, and expressed their readiness 
to assist the efforts of the Committee. 

In addition to the main Committen 
there were thirty-two subcommittees 
composed of prominent engineers, manu- 
facturers of steel and machinery, 
also representatives of several government 
departments. ‘The references to these 
committees included sections used 
in shipbuilding, tests for iron and steel 
material used in the construction of ships 
and their machinery, bridges and generni 
building construction, rolling stock un- |

They also 
decided upon a feast for all women who 
would join the Anti-foutbinding Srciety 
then originsted This feast took place on 
the 25th of May while I was in the city. 
‘There were fifty-three tables of women with 
feet already unbound—all of the middle 
or upper clises, Tho official’s wife was 
present with her feet unbound. I'wenty 
serviug-women were appointel to receive 
the guests, and were instructed to treat 
with special reverence all whose feet wore 
uobound, inviting them in to sit down 
and bringing the hot water to wash hands 
and the water-pipe to smoke. All other 
guests whose feet were still bound were 
asked to have look round and pass out, 
for none such might remain to the foxst. 

Some street roughs thought to collect 
in a building opposte where this feast was 
held and ridicule the movement. The 
official anticipated their action and appoint- 
ed a chief of police and a “ting kuan” to 
wateb, with soldiers. As the women 
guests began to arrive, » crowd gathered 
in this tea-shop and began making sport of 
the large feet. ‘The tea-shop was prompt- 
ly closed up and later two men, who were 
making impertinent remarks, were beaten 
on the spot. This effectually put an end 
to any further ridicule. 

Wives of chief men in villages and towns 
of Yungoh‘inzhsien were proveat at the 
feast and committees were appointed, with 
women xs chairmen, for various villag 
and towns to have like fewsts io their 
locilities and establish Natural Feet 
Societies in all these places, The official 
and gentry having set the exemple, the 
people are followiug in true Chinese 
Confucian style. “Like prince, like 
people.” I saw more unbound feet in 
those two days in Yungeh‘ing than I ever 
het in China, It was most inter. 
the various patterns and 
had devised to make the 
shoe xttractive in appearance. They all 
wore stockings and were mostly enthusiastic 
bout the comfortable feeling of the feet 
with loosened bandages Some were still 
fearful and unbelieving lest the movement 
should not be perpetual. The number of 
children with feet out to nataral size in a 
few weeks’ time insures the perpetuity of 
the new régime to my mind. 

My first welcome to the city at this 
time was four little yirls running in all 
with shoes aud stockings of natural size. 
“How is this?” ssid. “When I was 
here before your feet were bound.” 
« Everybody is unbinding now,” they said. 
‘Their words were but forerunners of many 
signs of encouragement. The Bible 
woman gave out forty patterns of her own 
unbound-foot shoe while we wore in the 
city.

Just this week, two of the gentry families 
in Tzechou have sent to borrow shoes, 
stockings, and dresses to copy them ‘for 
their little girls. ‘Their feet being unbound, 
they want leather shoes like foreign 
children wear.

RUSSIAN OUTRAGE. 


17th December. 

The widespread indignation which has 
been caused by the murder of an inoffen- 
sive Chinese on the Bund will, we think, 
hardly'be appeased by the proceedin, 
which took place last Friday. Punctually 
at ten o'clock the two prisoners were 
brought up at the Russian consulate. 0: 
their being ushered into Mr. Kleimenoff's 
room the Consul stated that he would not 
try the men. He peromptorily ordered 
all preasmen out of the room and au- 
nounced that he would hold an enquiry 
and send the men on board to be dealt 
with. Inspector Matheson said he would 
ike the oxse to be dealt with at the 
Consulate and to be public, The 
Consul replied that it was military 
offence and must be. dealt with by mili- 
‘and that he could not 
try the men himself. The reporters we 
then ordered to leave and the “ Enquiry’ 
proceeded. 

As wo have already stated, two sailors 
were arrested.

The proceedings then ended for the 
day. What proceedings will be taken on 
board the Askold is not yet known. . We 
can only express a hope that the assailant 
will be adequately punished, and that 
after this tragedy the lives of residents 
in the Settlement, Chinese and foreign 
alike, will be rendered safer by the con- 
finement of the Russian sailors to their 
respective vessels and their recreation 
ground at Pootung.

Still, Chinese 
oficials live in an atmosphere of sus- 
picion and credit the barbarian with even 
more than their own “ tergil ness.” 
Be that as it may, after sonding in my 
card, I was kept waiting ten minutes, 
by my watch, on the doorstep in the cold 
wind, when at last a coolie appeared and 
wanted to know what my business was 
Defore admitting me. It was not an easy 
matter to explain to him that I had 
come to register n trademark, the Chi- 
nese language being somewhat inelastic 
where new-fangled foreign notions are 
concomed. However, he at last gathered 
that I was determined not to leave 
without an audience with somebody, and 
again left me on the doorstep. Another 
five minutes and the woleomo announce- 
































significant-looking scrap of white paste- 
board. Passing through several courts 
and low doorways, I was at last shown 
into a pavilion supported on eight pillars 
and surrounded with glass windows, with 
a wide-open door through which I had 
entered on the South, and a similar door 
loading into another courtyard on the 
North, and through which the north 
wind was blowing strong, although a 
Japanese screen mitigated its force. 
The spxcious hall contained a foreign 
carpet, a contre tablo with a gaudy table- 
cover, four foreign arm-chairs, and tea 
ich guarded by two foreign chairs 
\e walls: The coolie or “ting 
chai” disappeared and I cooled my heels 
for another five minutes. Then the man 
returned with an ash-tray and a box of 
Tapauese matches, which he placed with 
great deliberation exactly in the centre 
of the big table. Another long pvuse and 
asecond man appeared with a teapot, 
which ho solemnly placed on one of the 
sido tables and then went ont. Hore. 
upon the first man returned and poured 
2 cup of tea into a foreign tea-cup, which 
ho coremoniously placed bofore me and 
withdrew. At length the “big man” 
himeolf appeared through the North docr 
and, after having furnished him with 
8 ‘short autobiographical sketch of 
my careor in the Colestial Empire, we 
came to the point and, after smoking 
several cigarettes, which coolie No. 1 had 
meanwhile placed alongside the original 
match-box, my interlocutor proceeded to 
realise the object of my “ Yes, this 
was the trademark registry office and was 
now in full swing.”

sions to register been made?” “ Yes, 
several.” “ Any by Buropeaus?” “ None 
eo far.” “Whom by then?” “ Mostly 
amanese, also some Chinese.”

visible, nor had the application forms 
yet been printed. “ Would it then not be 
better and save trouble if I were to send 
to Shanghai and have my mark registered 
there?” “ Oh, no! this was the Central 
Office and I should be far more secure 
registered in it.” Meanwhile my friet 
summoned a clerk and had the two neces- 
sary forms written out in manuscript in 
exquisite Chinese caligraphy; he farther 
produced a Book of Regulations and drew 
my attention to the more important 
clauses, especially Clause 16, which de- 
fines the form and size of the chop to be 
handed in, and which must not exceed 
three by four inches in superficies and 
seven and one-half tenths of an inch in 
thickness. Here the Japanese screen at 
our backs blew down with a bang and 
smothered us and our documents—a con- 
venient signal for terminating the inter- 
view, which concluded by my being 
graciously presented with a copy of the 
“ Regulations,” the volume consisting of 
fifty pages of closely printed type, which 
Iwas advised to take home and study 
carefully, and proceed as therein dir- 
‘ected—and not to forget to return again, 
bringing iwith mo the prescribed feo of 
thirty-five taels silver. 

Another cup of tea, a cordial “Chin- 
chin,” and I departed, having spent 
an instructive day in learning “how not 
to do it,” and in adding another to my 
previous experiences of the manners and 
customs of this delightful country; but 
my trade mark has still to be registered.

THE U. S. CONSULAR 
COURT. 


Shanghai, 17th December. 
Bofore J. W. Davisox, Esq., 
(Consul), Acting Judicially. 
Sun I-roxo and Orazrs v. M. K. 
Newnan, 

‘This was a preliminary hearing of a 
complaint lodged by one Sun L-fong 
inst M. K. Newman. The complaint 
was as follows 

Petition from Sun I-fong Manager of 
the Electric Lighting Co. of Ningpo, for 
recovery of goods obtained by fraud. 
My company which was formed threo| 
years ago, was granted a charter by the 
higher authorities and was going on 
quietly till the 16th July, when an 
American merchant Newman with two 
Chinese made @ smart proposal to co- 
operate with my company in the Electric 
Lighting business. Newman said our 
lant was far too small and must be 
‘exchanged for one larg 
lamps. It would then 
told him my company’s capital was 
insufficient for such an undertaking, but 
Newman said. ‘That's no matter. Pull 
down this small concern and sell it and 
convert into new shares. Whatever 
capital may be needed besides I will 
provide,” and I took him at his word. 

‘Two days later, on the 16th July, New- 
man took down the electric plant and 
ped it to Shanghai to put it up for aale 
ell’s Electric & Asbestos Co. Newman 
promised to have the plant for 5,000 
lamps at Ningpo by the end of October. 
He took away all the electric lamps, 218 
in all, and cut the wires, leaving nothing. 
Newman said they were old and should 
be exchanged for new and better ones. 
On the 15th August he brought only:195 
new lamps, leaving us short 85. Then 
he stopped operations. The time being 
up and the promised plant not having 
arrived at Nivgpo, the old lamps 
even not made good, I began to think 
this wouldn't do and realised that 
I was swindled. I went at once to 
Shanghai to the Tung Li hong. New- 
man was not to be found, but at Bell's 























Electric & Asbestos Co. 1 learned that 
Newman had mortgaged the plant and 
the 195 lamps, the price for which I 
could not recover. This last put mo in 
great straights. I beg to sppend a list 
of articles taken away and hope that the 
Honourable Consnul-General will have 
compassion and compel Newman to 
restore to me the aforesaid electric 
machinery and safeguard our interest.

Plaintiff was examined at some length, 
both by his Honour and Mr. Symonds 
on behalf of Ze Lay. 

Plaintiff stated that when he handed 
over the machinery he thought that he 
was having the option of being paid in 
cash or accepting shares in the new 
company. Tho interpreters who were 
with defendant bamboozled him into 
signing the agreement, aud he was 
deceived as to its terms. Plaintiff des- 
cribed how the machinery was brought up 
to Shanghai, The lamps, he thought, 
were destroye 

Mr. Symonds said that his client had 
put inaclaim for Tis. 4,000, for which 
Newman had confessed judgment. Ho 
contended that the money was advanced 
by his client to Newm-n for the purchase 
of part of the machinery, and he 
thought the Court would have ‘no hesita- 
tion in saying thxt he ought to have 
it. Plaintiff in the present case seemed 
to hive absolutely parted with the 
machinery for some shares. in the now 
company, and could therefore only claim 
with the rest of the creditors. Counsel 
submitted that the new lamps tal 
down by Newman wore bought with his 
client’s. money. He understood from 
Mr. Bell of the Asbestos Company that 
the machinery in his possession would 
probably sell for about Tis. 4,000 and 
that he only had a claim for about 
$1,000. 

The Court adjourned until Monday 
to consider the case.

Perdona Garcia was charged with 
allowing gambling to be carried on within 
the promises known as the Alhambra 
Hotel, and nlso with boing a menace to 
the peace and good order of the Sottle- 
ment. 

Mr. L. E.P. Jones appeared for th 
prosecution and Mr. G. Musso for the 
defence, 

Mr. Jones having stated the charges, 

Mr. Musso contended that, tho Alham- 
bra Hotel being outside the limits of the 
Settlement, the Municipal Council had 
no jurisdiction over it. Counsel referred 
to Acticle I of the Land Regulations and 

uoted an extract from a letter from the 

jenior Consul published in the Municipal 
minutos, to the offect thst the authority 
of the Municipal Council to mint 
order coated at the boundary of 
Settlement. This question of tl 
diction of the Municipal Council involved 
serious consequences, and if the Court 
over-ruled Counsel’s contention, there 
would follow an appoal to Peking, or 
even to Madrid. 

Mr. Jones argued that the question of 
jurisdiction had no bearing on the cxse 
that the Council was not trying the case 
and did not constitute the Court. The 
only objection to jurisdiction that could 
jaed would bo an objection to the 
jurisdiction of the “onrt to try the case. 

he Council or the Police like any other 
person aggrieved could lodge information 
against a Spanish subject und such 
information being laid the Spanish 
Consular Court was bound to investig 
the charge. Mr. Jonos proceeded to point 
out in anawor to Mr. Musso’s reference 
to Art.1 that that Article defined the 
area over which the Council was charged 
with governing providing police and pro- 
ceeded to show th.t a necessary corollary 
to the Council's duty to police the 
Settlement was to tnke steps to prevent 
such acts being done in the immediate 
environment of the Settlement as con- 
stituted a menace to the public of the 
Sottloment, It was true that the police 
of the Settlement could not in the or- 
divary way without a proper warrant 
from the proper authority arrest persons 
outside the limits mentioned in Art. 1 
but that was not what was meant by an 
objection to the jurisdiction of the 
Council. 













































His Honour said he could not re-/ 


cognise the jurisdiction of the Municipal 
Connoil in this case and could not hear 
the charge in its present form. He 
would adjourn the case for ten minute 

On resuming, His Honour said 
could only hear one charge—that of 
public gamblin,

Mr. A.M. A. Evans said he engaged 
the defendant as compradore in the 
month of December, 1903. By the terms 
of his agreement, the compradore was to 
advance is. 1,000 and to provide 
security for another Tis. 5,000. Tho 
cash bgok showod that the defendant 
had advanced Tis, 1,000 and having that 
cash in hand, the firm trusted the de- 
fendant with goods to sell to the value 
of Tis. 1,000 and also gave him bills to 
collect from persons who owed money to 
the firm. In June, witness found that 
the defendant had coll sums 
‘of money, but had failed to enter any 
account of same in the cash book, He 
was called to account for it and then 
said it was the fault of tho shrof—de- 
fendant’s brother. On finding this out, 
witness instructed his clerk to go through 
the list of accounts marked as outstand- 
ing and to write to those people who had 
not yet paid their accounts, It was then 
discovered that the defendant had col- 
lected more than ‘ls. 700 which he 














had never accounted for. Witness 
sont for defendant, but he did not 
come, On the 10th of June the 





dofendant wrote letter, stating that 
owing to the unsatisfactory state of the 
market, etc., he could not carry out his 
engagements and therefore ho tendered 
his resignation. Witness sent for his 
guarantor, who said that the defendant 
had gone to H.nkow. Witness then 
saw the Police and asked them to find 
out if certain articles of jewellery, which 
had been handed to the defendant to 
sell, were to be found in any of the pawn- 
shops. The firm had from time to time 
ven the defendant jewellery to sell to 
hinese. When the defendant went 
away, the jewellery had not been return- 
ed, and the guarantor said he knew 
nothing about it, but that the defendant 
had told him that he had roturned 
everything. The police could not trace 
jowellory in the pawn-shops, 20 
witness then told the guarantor that he 
would have to pay. The guarantor said 
the defendant had returned the goods 
before he left for Hankow, and 
as wituess's firm had no receipt for 
them they could not prove that the 
defendant had had them. Witness heard 
that the defendant was constantly visit- 
ing Shanghai, so he got the detectives to 
look out for him and to watch his house.

Cross-examined—Witness had been in 
the force for 24 yoars. He interpreted 
to Inspector Wilson, (Witness 
in English what he told Inspector 
Wilson.) ‘The questions were put through 
witness by tho Sergeant, 

Mr. Ellis, addrossing the Court, said 
he thought it his duty to draw the atten- 
tion of the Court to certain articles writ- 
ten in the English papers, and perhaps 
also the native ones, concerning thie 
‘case. He referred in particular to 
the articles in the “China Guzotte,” in 
which an attempt hed been made to 
create a sort of political flavour with 
regard to the circumstances of the caso.

He was a disgraced, 
cashiered official and had no more rank 
Counsel only regretted

appearanee. ' With regard to the evidence 
Of H B’sattondant aud matoo they both 
spoke with great fluency. In describing 
the affair they held out their right hands, 
and as though the revolver was clasped 
in thet hand. They sxid they held the 
accused’s right hand until the policeman 
arrived. The constable said the witnossos 
had hold of accused and that the 
revolver was in his left hand.

‘a loan of £600,000 provided Venezuela 
buys from Chili three warships and sells 
them at once tohim. ‘The price has been 
fixed at about £2,000,000. Mr. Flint 
will also endeavour to find another 
South American Government to do him 
the same service with regard to four 
Argontine warships. Russia is prepared 
to pay upwards of £2,500,000 for these 
ships, and a good commission to the 
broker Government. The enterprise is a 
difficult one, but Mr. Flint is the man 
for it. Ten years ago he successfully 
concluded # deal on similar lines w 
during the Chino-Japanese war, he acquir- 
eda Chilean warship for Japan, a high 
official of the Government of Equador 
acting as intermediary. In the present 
doal he is assisted by two astute Ger- 
s, Hore Stern, in Paris, and Herr 
Beig, in St. Petersburg, and behind him 
jn Admiral Wirenius, the chief of the 
Goneral Staff of the Russian marine. 
‘Admiral Wirenius has dispatched his 
confidential agent, Commander B: siloff, 
to Paris, whore he now remains with an- 
other Russian officer, at Mr. Flint's dis- 
poss! Both these officers, however, are 
Acting in the interests of the Grand Duke 
Alexis Alexandrovich, the head of the 
Navy. The Grand Duke himeelf, it is 
‘said, was won over to the scheme by his 
favourite, Baron Cotter, of Panama fame.

‘Tho steamer swang round as we reached 
the diferent stations and Ia! her 
cargo on the bank, which was carried up 
by the soldiers, French and Annamite. 
‘The stations arelittle morethan clearances 
in the jungle, and now that the Black 
Flags and pirates that formerly infested 
the river have allbeon happily suppressed, 
‘the teoops have little to do; anything 
more monotonous and depressing than 
the life led in these lonely spots it is 
difficult ta conceive, and it is hardly to 
to be wondered at: that opium-smoking 
is commonly resorted to as a pastime and 
as. prophylactic against the prevailing 
malaria. Our fellow-passengers were 
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mainly non-commissioned officers, either 
on short leave for visit to the capital 
(Hanoi), or else being invalided hom 
one of these frankly informed us that he 
smoked opium regularly and that only 
‘those who did so were immune from 
dysentery and the prevalent jungle 
fever. 

We reached Yenbay shortly before 
sunset and went ashore to dine at the 
hotel, only breakfast being provided. 
on the steamer, on board of which 
passengers cannot p s: the night. Wo 
wore again fortunate iu finding  con- 
necting ‘steamer in port, leaving in the 
morning for Hanoi ani by paying $4

The country here is 
moro open and we arrived towards the 
close of the summer rains, which were 
still continuing ; the roads were deep in 
sticky red mud and the white-washed 
bungalows presented muddy and 
dilapidated appearance; the main road, 
er throngh the foreign quarter 
railway station passes by a long 
reot lined with untidy nati 
ps and dwellings, reminding one of 
‘suburban native streets at Singapore. 
Tho railway to Hanoi was interrupted. 
from Vietry on, the emb: 
boon washed ont by th 
the samo was the case with the ombar 
monts Isid for tho extension to Lao) 
These follow up the left bank of the 
rivor and have apparently been built 
by the “Travaux Publics” too nen'r tho 
water and at too low a level and have 
suffered accordingly from the @ammer 
freshets; trains will thus hardly ‘be run- 
ning to Laokai by April of nexty ear, and 
a heavy indemnity will be con/equently 
due to the Yiinnan Railway Oo. by the 
colony which has guaranterd to oom- 
plete the line by that date. 

it Yenbay the following mornin, 
in the “Chobdo” and at 2 p.m. rencbet 
the town of Vietry, pleasantly situated 
‘at the point of junction of the Rit 
», with the Red River. As its 
implies, the Rividre Claire 
clear water which descends 
limestone ranges on the Yai 
to the north, and the “ Myriad Moun- 
tains” of Kuangsi,—whence it flows in 
course, forming an angle of twonty 
dogroes with that of the turbid Red River 
coming from thenorth-west. Itschaunel at 
its mouth is $20 yards in width, where it 
is spanned by a fine bridge which carries 
the railway. The Rivitre Noire which 
rises in Ytionan, rises west of and flows 
a long distance parallel with the Red 
River ; after turning sharply north it joins 
the main stream on the opposite shore. 
All these, and indeed the major number 
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of, the streams. traversing ‘Toning have 
all their origin in the mountaius bordering 
the great platesu (Yiinnan), and flow in 
nearly parallel courses fromNorth toSouth. 
Vietry stauds at the head of the delta, 
which wo »re now entering, and is already 
an important commercial centre. Be- 
tween Yenbay and Vietry wo culled at 
more military posts, occupied some by 
Anuamite, some by French troops of the 
Légion Etrangtre; the Annamites form 
8 soldiore ero siaaré and well-behaved, 
and we were told that they give’ no 
trouble and are free from crime and oven 
misdemeanours, They wear a becomiug 
uniform of yellow khaki with patties and 
flat-topped hats of plaited bamboo, trim- 
med with red, and look far ueater and 
cleanor than their French comrades with 
their loose trousers, blue coats, aud pith 
helmets 

At Vietry we leave the mountains, and 
s country apparently bare of inhabitants, 
behind, ‘and enter the ddltsely-peopled 
rice-delta, » level expanse 5,000 square 
miles in extent, that forms the kernel of 
the colony. From here on, but for thi 
banana trees round the villages, wo might 
be traversing the upper reaches of the 
Huangpu ; although we are uever out of 
sight of distant blue ranges which form a 
fine background to the vivid green 
of the paddy-fields, the second crop of 
which is now maturing. ‘The delta pro- 
duces tywo crops of i 
May and one in November 
ondyked banks here |i 
the numerous trans 
creeks, an.| protect the fields from inanda- 
tion; this year, however, the embankments 
have given way and large areas have been 
inundated. Hanoi, the ¢ pital, which is 
built in a swamp, comparatively even more 
low-lying than Shanghai, was seriously 
threatened. Although by the time of our 
arrival the isundation had drained off, yet 
‘and railway bridge, which cacries 
the line frdm the right to the left bank 
of the Red River, was so near the water} 
thst our “chaloupe” with lowered funnel 
could only just scrape through without 
touching. 

Among. our fellow-passongers was a 
padre of the Missions Etrangdres who 
‘superintended « chréti 
Cbristions in the interior; he spol 
* highly of the Annamite peoplo and 
their women a being exceedingly 
woll_ conducted ; is noteworthy, 
in that the Annsmite women, unlike their 
Chinese sisters, appear to have absolute 
freedom; they do most of the business 
besides hard manual labour ; although 
their civilisation came from China, they 
rofused to accept cripplert feet as « mark 
of distinotion, although they adopted thi 
Chinese out in their dress but with more 
sober colours, generally brown and black; 
indeed the giudy, “oriard” colow 
that the Chinese glory in are totally, 
foreign to the Annsmite taste, 
except in the stato dress of their 
mandarin. ‘The hair is worn 
1 top-knot at the back of the hexd, much 
asin China in the days of the Mi 
the conspicuous feature is the hat of 
bamboo and palm leaves, which with the 
men is always pointed (xs in Kueichou 
and Yénnan) and with the women fist, 
as large as # cartwheel and noarly as 
heavy. Men and women generally go 
barefoot and their carriage is excellent 
—agrent contrast to the bowed Chinese, 
‘As e race they are far more homogeneous 
than are these latter, the head generally 
broad with regular features, the skin » 
more pronounced but soft yellow, xnd 
generally better-looking; the women 
especially compare very favourably in 
(hie respect with their Chinese noigh- 
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‘pours. They would appear to be an 
ancient race, cut off by rugged mountains 
and pathless jungle from free inter- 
course with their neighbours and so 
‘therp has been less admixture;  .puror 
race (of Mal y-Mongolian type) has 
resulted and ey are generally free from 
the “mongrel appearance, noticeable 
especially in Southern and Western 
Chins and in Western Japan, while 
doubtless they sre at the same time 
wanting in the energy that “ mongrel” 
parentage would seem to favour, where 
the disparity between the parents is not 
too wide. 












Hanoi boasts a very fine bridge (eup- | 
plied by = Parisian firm) which carries 
the railway and foot passengers across 


the Red River. Itiscantilever, reminding 
one of the great Forth Bridge, is over a 
mile in longth and spans the river proper, 
here about half « mile wide, together 
with the sand flats, rarely covered, that 
line the opposite bank. The deep water 
channel is on the Hanoi side, along the 
right bank, and here is a wide bund 
lined with soattored offices and stores ; 
but the main residential and business 
quarter stands half a mile back from 
the river and surrounds s small lake, 
originally awamp, which has been happily 
reclaimed and 80 converted into an ex- 
tremely ornamental feature of this well- 
planned city. Another very large lake 
bounds the northera suburb; the site 
lies low and the inhabited portionhas been 
artificially raised as in Shanghai. Han 
bas been 80 often described, together 
with the imposing scale upon which it 
bas boon laid out, as compared with 
the haphazard way in which British 
colonix! towns in tho Far East aro 
loft to grow of thomselvos, that wo 
need not go into more detail. Suffice 
it to say that, with its broad well-kept 
streets, squares, cafés, and abundance of 
foliage, it makes a most pl 

sion and is a worthy setting 
Government of Indv-China, which now 
has its soat here. We drove in ricshas 
or, a8 tho French call them “pousso- 
pousses” to the Hotel Metropole, the 
best hotel in the Far Kast, megoificently 
‘appointed, furnished and’ decorated in 
‘excellent taste, and with a frontage of 
800 fect to the atrost. Thoro is xlso « 
finely situated club near-by—the “Cercle 
jde Union ”—and grand opera-bouse is 
being built at a cost, we were told, of 
£20,000. The botanical gardens ‘are 
‘alrondy laid out on alarge scale, and afford 
fine abady drives and possess a menagerie 
of the obief fauna of the region, includ- 
ing s most intelligent elephant. A haras, 
lor stud-farm, is also in full operation, at 
which experiments in view of the amelio- 
ration of the breeds of domestic 
anim 
scale—horses, Annam and Mongolian, and 
ponies; shorthoras and native cattle 
sheep, southdown and merino, 
geese, duck and bara door fowls. Larg 
numbers of these animals are housed in 
‘table to the climate 
da wide acreage of Jand is laid down 
in pasturage for their maintenance. The 
superintenlent, an ex-army veterinary 
surgeon, informed us that the pastarage 
was excellent and the return of 
reaped fodder per acre extraordinarily 
high, seven or eight times that of grass- 
land'in France. Our visit to this haras 
was full of interest as showing thi 
results obtained by scientific selections 
of breeds, and how much is being achiev. 
by the French authorities for the benefit 
of the colonists and natives of Tonkiug. 
Tho animals were all in excellent condi- 
‘tion, and it was great pleasure to see
